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REMARKS 

Claims 1-27 are pending in the present application. 

The Examiner has required election in the present application between: 

Group IA, claims 1-18, drawn to a production method for a display panel including a step 
of removing an uncured portion of the photocurable material layer having been exposed to light, 
thereby forming a plurality of microlenses; 

Group IB, claim 27, drawn to a method including a step of forming a microlens array by 
exposing a photocurable resin to light; and 

Group II, claims 19-26, drawn to an exposure apparatus including an incident angle 
controlling mechanism for changing, in a gradual or stepwise manner. 

For the purpose of examination of the present application, Applicants elect, without 
traverse, Group IA, Claims 1-18.
